sent to a plantation in Central 
America. He said they were tre- 
ated handsomely, but that the 
native workers were little more 
than slaves. They were forced to, 
toil laboriously for a pittance of | 
wages and a diet of red beans 
and rice. He said morality is at 
a low ebb, the marriage vows 
being ignored or little observed. 
Swapping wives is a common 
practice. He said the Republic of 
Panama, just across the line 
from .Costa Rica had a much 
better government and a higher 
class of people. 

J. Doug said the banana busi- 
ness is very profitable and is car- 
ried on on a big scale. He saw 
many things and learned a lot 
during his vacation, about the 
most important of which was to; 
be able to more fully appreciate 
the advantages and blessings to 
be enjoyed here in Elba and in 
Alabama.

At $20,000; Peanut 
Sheller Damaged 


The large peanut warehouse 
belonging to Morrow Gin Com- 
pany and recently leased by the 
Sessions Peanut Company, was 
destroyed by fire which was dis- 
covered about three o'clock Wed- 
nesday afternoon. 


day at Liberty Church, Sunday | 


Baxter Bryan, manager of the 
| Standard Oil Company distribu- 
‘ting station, stated that he and 
| James Hawkins were at work in 
the office just across from the 
warehouse and he received a 
,Shock when he touched a piece 
‘of metal furniture and noticed 
ithe electric wires were getting 
hot. Power linemen who were 
working just outside the Oil 
| Company Office also noticed the 
iwires getting hot and, looking 
across the street, saw flame bur- 
sting from the top of the ware- 
house, James Hawkins immedia- 
tely turned in the alarm. 

The Elba Fire Department res- 
ponded promptly, and realizing 
they had a major conflagration 
to contend with, they called on 
the Enterprise and Opp Fire De- 
partments for help. Both cities 
sent trucks in record time and 
gave valuable assistance. 

The unusual heighth of the 
building and its metal construc- 
tion made fire fighting extere- 
mely difficult, but by herculean 
effort by the combined forces 
the flames were brought under 
control after more than an ‘hour 
of some of the most strenuous 
fire fighting imaginable. Quick 
work on the part of firemen kept 
the fire from spreading to other 
buildings and kept most of the 
heat away from the gas storage 
tanks on the Standard Oil Pro- 
perty across the road from the 
fire. 

The peanut shelling plant, an- 
other exceedingly tall building 
adjoining the warehouse was 
seriously threatened and caught 
\fire, but the firemen succeeded 
in getting a stream of water on 
the building in spite of tremen- 
dous heat. Fire extinguishers in- 
side the building, manned by 
John D. Smith, aided in holding 
back the fire until a hose could 
be brought inside and quenched 
the fire. 

D. B. Nelson, owner, stated 
loss of the warehouse and dam- 
age to the shelling plant would 
|/probably amount to twenty to 
twenty-five thousand dollars. It 
was partially covered by insura- 
|nce. . 
| The wind was a great aid in 
that it was blowing the heat 
laway from the Standard Oil 
|Storage tanks. If the wind had 
| been blowing the other way it 
|would have been extremely dif- 
\ficult for firemen to have gotten 


jwater to the tanks to keep them 
cool. Had the gasoline and oil 
become ignited the results would 
have been disasterous. 

Firemen Dozier Roberts and 
Sonny Inman were overcome by 
the heat, but suffered no serious 
effects.

Big Gorilla Beaten 
By Panther Ruled 
Badly Outclassed 


SPOKANE, WASH.—It was gen- 
erally agreed that Barangtu, a 312- 
pound gorilla, never had a chance 
in his two-hour death struggle 
with a snarling 185-pound black 
panther. 

Zoo authorities and the owner 
of the two animals expressed the 
opinion that despite the weight ad- 
vantage, Barangtu was fighting far 
out of his class. 

In fact, according to witnesses, 
the gorilla passed the entire two 
hours seeking to ward off the sav- 


age onslaughts of the enraged 
panther, 


More than 400 persons were vir- 
tually hypnotized by the death 
struggle in a cage at a Liberty 
Lake animal show. When the bat- 
tle was ended, the gorilla lay dead, 
mercifully murdered by show at- 
tendants. Before the attendants 
shot Barangtu, the panther had 
torn his arm off and inflicted num- 
erous painful wounds, 


It was probably the first time in 
history a gorilla had ever met a 
panther in mortal combat, accord- 
ing to Edward Johnson, Superin- 
tendent of the. Woodland Park Zoo 
in Seattle. 

The native habitat of the gorilla 
is Africa and the panther comes 
from Asia, he said. 

Mrs. Ruby Smith, San Diego, one 
of the owners of the show, said 
that “Garangtu was the loser from 
the beginning.”’ The panther 
slashed at him with his claws and 
teeth while about all the gorilla 
could do was try to avoid him,” 

In Seattle, Johnson said gorillas 
are peace-loving animals who do 
not attack others unless attacked 
first, They are mainly vegetarians, 
he said.

Since for at least 3,000 years his- 
torians, politicians, philosophers

son. But this is the 
place to remind 
ourselves that jus- < 
tice as an ideal, py,

and democracy as 
a means of reaching that ideal, | 
were not born yesterday. 

Labor Day will recall the 


great services rendered to de- 
mocracy by the organized 
workers of the world, for ex- 
ample, in the push they have 
given to free and universal ed- 
ucation, But democracy is older 
than the labor movement, is 
older than July 4, 1776, is older 
than the Magna Charta, is old- 
er than the Roman empire, in 
which one of many mottoes was 

“Let justice be done even if 

the sky caves in!” 

Justice and democracy go back 
to the ancient Hebrews, the people 
who wrote the Old Testament. It 
was written in their laws, preached 
by their prophets, sung in their 
Psalms. But of course they did not 
invent it. They proclaimed it; but 
justice is older than the human 
race, The whole Bible and not only 
the Old Testament teaches that jus- 
tice is rooted in the nature of God 
himself. No unjust person can be 
called godly, 


Songs of Justice 

UR Psalms for this week give 

us some valuable light on what 

justice is. Some people think that 
if everybody were rich, that would 
be justice. 
foolish that notion is, It says in al- 
most so many words, ‘‘You can’t 
take it with you.” 

Riches do not spell happiness. 
Making everybody rich might 
mean making many people 
miserable. Money by itself does 
not cure the ills of life, it may 
make them worse or even 
create new ones. Many a fam- 
ily in the “upper brackets’ has 
troubles that would vanish if 
they had less money. 

Psalms 72 and 82 give us more 
positive suggestions. Psalm 72 sees 
it as the king’s main duty to judge 
the people with righteousness and 
justice.

When pub- 
lic officials take any other view of 
their job, they are off the beam. 
In a democracy, the government is 


the people, that is to say, ourselves. | 


If things are bad we are to blame 
for it; if they are going to be any 
better, we shall have to work for 
it. Every appeal to a king, in the 
Old Testament, when tranglated 
into terms of a democratic coun- 
try, means an appeal to the peo- 
ple,

cerned with the little people, It

of the ancient Hebrews, it is just 
as true in our global complex 
world, that the strong will always 
exploit the weak if there is not a 
hand to stop them. 

God is always for the “poor,” 
the ‘children of the needy,” 
and he is always against the 
“oppressor.” In ancient Israel 
the oppressor was usually the 
big land-owner who treated his 
slaves with cruelty or under- 
paid his workers. Nowadays 
the oppressor is any exploiter, 
any man or group of men who 
will use power to squeeze out 
or crush down the little man, 
But justice is positive, not nega- 

tive, prevention and not cure only. 
Concern for social justice includes | 
taking care Gi peeple laid low by 
an epidemic or made homeless by | 
fires; but it goes far beyond this. 
It will mean working for conditions 
such that no one will be forced to 
live in unsanitary firetraps.

One man, drinking six cups a 
day, gave it up because of a church 
precept. He began having throbbing 
neadaches that lasted six hours 
each time, 

His doctor traced the trouble to 
giving up caffeine. Caffeine pills 
helped the man, Drinking four 
bottles of a cola drink euch day 
brought him complete relief, Grad- 
ually he cut down on the cola until 
he no longer missed having caf- 
feine daily, 


The story is told by Dr, Noah 
D. Fabricant in a new _ book, 
“Headaches. What Causes Them, 


How to Get Relief.’ Giving up 
caffeine is one of the unusual causes 
sometimes of man's most common 
complaint, he says. 

“It's been. estimated that half 
of all patients who seek medical 
advice or attention have headache 
as one of their complaints,’’ he 
writes, 

Most Can Be Helped 

“But most headaches can be re- 
lieved, and when _ utderstood, 
cured,” 

Headache isn’t a disease of it- 
self, but a sign of disease or emo- 
tional trouble, he explains. 

As for the main causes of head: 


a’‘comparatively small army of

Sinus disease is not as common 
a cause of headache as many peo- 
ple believe, he adds, Rest, use of 
heat, nose remedies, and _ pain- 
relievers like aspirin often help. 
Surgery may be needed in bad 
cases, 

Migraine Ranks High 

Migraine ranks high among 
headaches that cause the most 
misery. More women have it than 
men, Attacks may last from a few 


hours to several days. People who | 


suffer from migraine are likely to 
be perfectionists, highly emotional, 
tense, and overconscientious, There 
doesn’t seem to be any single 
cause of migraine, he says, Often 
one reason for the pain is a widen- 
ing of important arteries in the 
neck, and there are drugs that will 
contract the arteries. 

“Headache of emotional origin is 
probably more common than most 
of us realize,’ he continues, ‘The 
emotional, restless, fidgety indi- 
vidual besieged by worries, anxie- 
ties, overwork, and too little sleep 
is an obvious cause-and-effect vic- 
tim. In many circumstances, the 
emotional difficulty is unknown." 

The doctor must try to help the 
person find the reason for his 
emotional stress, 

High blood pressure may bring 
on headaches. The treatment is 
fo try the things that reduce blood 
pressure.
